Dr. Frank Ellis and the executive committee of 
the General Assembly convened their annual ex- 
ecutive committee meeting in Memphis, Tennesee, 
July 18-20, 1989. This meeting was an historic 
event, as for many years the meeting convened in 
other cities. The fact the headquarters of the 
Church was selected made it a special event. 
Likewise, the visit of Bishop J.O. Patterson, Sr., to 
the meeting further heightened the significance of 
this meeting. Elder Ellis wanted to conduct the 
business of the organization in the headquarters 
building. He expressed the desire to use the head- 
quarters facility because of its availability and it’s 
a natural place for such activity. ‘“‘We meet in the 
headquarters to review everything that goes before 
the General Assembly. Certainly, all things should 
be done openly and above board. We are not here 
to dwell on the past, but to deal effectively with the 
present and the future’, reflected the chairman. 

Chairman Ellis opened the meeting by affirming 
the General Assemblys’ unique position as the 
legislative branch of our Church’s government. He 
proceeded to tighten up his own administrations 
ranks by appointing Bishop C.L. Sexton as the Vice 
Chairman. Bishop Sexton is accustomed to that role 
as he capably served under the former chairman, 
Bishop L.E. Willis. Before the business of commit- 
tees and reports from the various commissions got 
underway, the chairman appointed Elder Thomas 
Jackson the secretary for the General Assembly 
Executive board. 

Amid all the agendas reports and appointments, 
possibly the highlight of the entire meeting was the 
visit of the presiding bishop. Chief Apostle J.O. 
Patterson, Sr., came and addressed the delegation. 
Never had such an opportunity been extended and 
acted upon. The chief gave greetings and addressed 
many significant issues. He was indeed glad the 
chair extended the opportunity for him to visit and 
demonstrate a sense of accord. Bishop Patterson 
was pleased to witness the conscientious work 
being conducted by the chairman. He commented 
that good communication and eee between

Issues like women in 
ministry, protocol, job descriptions, etc., were 
considered. The executive committee labored two 
days and hammered out issue upon issue. Their 
hope is that a better organized and more meaningful 
assembly be had. Dr. Frank is moving the assembly 
in a positive direction.

OBITUARY 


On November 25, 1905, Bishop Mark G. Grady 
was born to Emmanuel and Emma Jones Grady 
in Muldoon, Texas. 

In 1921, he accepted Christ and received the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost in a service conducted 
by Mother Luvena Taylor in Muldoon. A few days 
later, he acknowledged his call to the ministry. 
He traveled extensively to carry the good news 
of Jesus Christ to lost souls. Years later, Bishop 
Grady married Roberta Freeman and to this 
union was added one girl and three boys. 

In July, 1930, Bishop Grady heard and responded 
to the call to go to San Antonio, Texas. In January 
1931, Supt. E. E. Hamilton appointed his pastor 
of the Kenwood Church Of God In Christ, San 
Antonio. In 1943, this church was remodeled by 
Bishop Grady and the name was changed to 
Grady Chapel Church Of God In Christ. In 1970, 
Grady Chapel’s members along with their Pastor 
chose to move to 1101 Nolan Street where the 
church is presently located. He served his con- 
gregation faithfully until his health began to 
deteriorate in February, 1985. 

Bishop Grady has served as Pastor of Churches 
in LaGrange, Lockhart, Corpus Christi and 
Temple, Texas. 

His favorite song was: “‘Church I’m Fully Saved 
Today” and his favorite scripture was: II 
Chronicles 7:14. 

Some of the positions he held in the church were: 
Pastor, Sunday School Supt—San Antonio 
District, District Supt.—Lockhart District, 
YPWW Original Chairman of Texas and 
Oklahoma, and the First President of C. H. 
Mason System of Bible Colleges—San Antonio, 
Texas. In 1968, he was appointed State Bishop 
of Texas Southeast Second Jurisdiction. 
Bishop Grady was awarded the Honorary Doc- 
tor of Divinity Degree in 1974. 

He was a teacher, preacher, singer, musician 
leader and a great humanitarian. His courage, 
aspiration, character, action, achievement, 
happiness, love, determination, friendship and 
faith will frequently flash across the minds of

those who knew his as they seek to emulate his 
outstanding personality. It’s not what Bishop 
Grady had, nor even what he did which directly 
expresses his worth, but it’s what he was. He was 
an instrument in the hand of the Almighty God. 
He knew how to make goodness attractive, for he 
gave without remembering and he received 
without forgetting. At appromimately 8:00 P.M. 
on the evening of Sunday, June 25, 1989, God 
reached down into the N.E. Baptist Memorial 
Hospital, San Antonio, Texas and released Bishop 
Grady from his pain and suffering. He leaves to 
celebrate his home going a daughter, Vera Neil, 
two sons, Max Grady and Robert Grady, one 
brother, Emmanuel Grady, seventeen grand 
children, twelve great grand children, a god- 
daughter, Beatrice French of San Francisco, CA., 
a host of nieces and nephews

Concerning the issues of today, it appears society 
is devoting an enormous amount of time on the topic 
of “Saving the Children’. Encouraging them to “Just 
say No’ to alcohol, drugs, and sex. Their intentions 
are good, none-the-less, their efforts don’t seem to 
be working.

get the messages to the key decision makers that 
make the difference to these hungry people.’ 

The Reverend James Forbes, Jr., pastor of the 
Riverside Church in New York City, commended 
Bread for the World’s effort saying, ‘“The very 
nature of Bread for the World is the gift of discern- 
ment and reality when people are hungry. Bread 
for the World hangs in for the long haul, creating 
advocacy networks and systemic changes that sus- 
tains action and meets needs.’

On the other hand, children are being encourag- 
ed to ‘‘Just Say No’. When at one point legislators 
contemplated legalizing drugs to routine users. 
Hundreds of lives are still being claimed by those 
driving under the influence of alcohol, while 
outstanding figures (Politicians, Entertainers, 
Sports Players, etc.) are being treated for substance 
abuse. Nudist Colonies are on the uprise, while 
“Swingers”’ offer an ‘‘Alternative Lifestyle’’ by be- 
ing promiscuous. The Gay activists are constantly 
demonstrating for equal rights. And as we witness 
the loose and deteriorating moral standards of sex- 
ual freedom, “Just Saying No’ seems a bit 
contradictory. 

Even with the AIDS epidemic sweeping across 
the land, the emphasis appears to be on “‘Safe Sex”’ 
and not abstinence. From T-V. commercials to reali- 
ty, the norm for the modern day apparel accentuates 
sex appeal.

Because the trend of today has shifted from fami- 
ly life to the success of ME, MYSELF, AND I— 
homes that remained together for the sake of the 
children are disseminating. With the erosion of the 
nuclear family, strength from within becomes ex- 
tenuate, leaving fewer stable forces for children to 
rely on. Thus, when confronted with today’s un- 
timely issues, they yield, and become a victim of the 
system; only to end up relying on social programs 
or institutions. 

Instead of breaking down the barriers that are hit- 
ting the children so hard, it appears they are denied 
and rationalized, with more and more excuses made 
for them. Thus, the social ills escalates as more 
children are alienated. 

While its true society has successfully obtained 
power, prestige, material and economic gain, in the 
process, it failed the children. And just as the voice 
of weeping and mourning was heard in Rama (Matt. 
2:18) when Herod pronounced judgement on the 
children of Bethlehem, a similar voice is being 
heard today. This time by the children themselves, 
through the corridors of abortion clinics, alcohol 
and drug abuse, illicit sex, street gangs, and suicide. 

How wonderful it could be for the children if 
society would adhere to Jeremiah’s exhortation to 
the Israelite’s (Jer. 6:16) concerning the old path, 
the good way, and walking therein. Sadly to say, the 
response seems to be the same, ‘‘WE WILL NOT 
WALK THEREIN”. Therefore, “SAVING THE 
CHILDREN” is up to God through his chosen 
individuals—not society. After all, look what society 
did to the child of God, in THE LAST TEMPTA- 
TION OF CHRIST.
